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REMARKS 

By the present amendment and response, claim 91 has been amended to overcome 
the Examiner's objection, Cairns 91-1 19 remain in the present application and claims 
111-119 have been allowed. Reconsideration and allowance of outstanding claims 91- 
1 10 in view of the following remarks are requested. 

In the Office Action dated January 20, 2004, me Examiner hzsfmalty refected 
claims 91-110 pending in the application on the basis of new ground(s) of rejection and 
newly cited art. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
finality of the rejection of the Office Action dated January 20, 2004. 

A good and sufficient reason why the present response is necessary and was not 
earlier presented is that an entirely newj^ce has been cited in the present final 
rejection dated January 20, 2004 (37 CFR §1 .1 16(c)). tT» new reference is Bert et al. 
(USPN 4,792,773) (hereinafter "Bert"), which is for the first time brought to Applicant's 
attention by means of the present/*™/ rejection dated January 20, 2004. The new 
reference, i.e. Bert was not cited in the present application prior to the instant final 
rejection. Since Bert is a reference upon which the Examiner has now relied, Applicant 
believes that it would be manifestly unfair for the Patent Office not to consider 
Applicant's arguments, which are necessitated due to the newly cited reference, Bert. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 91-110 under 35 USC §1 12, first paragraph. 
Applicant has amended claim 91 in response to the Examiner's objection and submits that 
the requirements of 35 USC §112, first paragraph, have been met. 
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The Examiner has rejected claims 91, 95-96, 98-105, and 107-1 10 under 35 USC 
§102(b) as being anticipated by Bert. For the reasons discussed below, App.ica„, 
respectfully submits mat the present invention, as defined by amended independent claim 
91, is patentably distinguishable over Bert. 

Thepresent invention, as defined by independent claim 91, teaches, among other 
things, "a firs, ground plane integral to said sing.e interconnect substrate and operatively 
associated with said first active chip" and "a second ground plane integra, to said sing,e 
interconnect substrate and operatively associated with said second active chip," and 
respective firs, and second discrete components mounted on and situated on me single 
interconnect substrate. As diac.osed in the present application, the present invention 
provide, split ground planes on the same or differ, metal layc rs of a single interconnect 
substrate to advantageously obtain RF Nation between a plujafity of active circuit chips 
on the single interconnect substrate. As a result, the present invention advantageously 
achieve, a reduction in the amount of unwanted RF interference between function^ 
distinct portions of a multipk chip ra „du.e, where each functionally distinct portion is 
associated with arespective one ofmeactive circuitchips. Additionally, mepresen. ' 
invention provides a multiple chip module that can include a number of discrete 
components, such as resistors, capacitors, and inductors, which can be advantageously 
surface mounted or printed on toe surface of the single interconnect substrate. 

In contrast to the present invention as defined by amended independent claim 91, 
Bert does not teach, disclose, or suggest "a firs, ground plane integral to said single 
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mtercon.ee, auhstrate and operatively associated with said firs, active chip" and "a 
second ground plane integm! ,„ said single interconnect substrate and operative!,, 
associated with said second active chip," and respective firs, and second discrete 
component mounted on and situated on the single interconnect substiate. Bert 
speeifically discloses an ultra high frequency circuit indudtog active components 2 and 3, 
which are attached ,o a firs, main face of arbarate , by respective memllizations 4 and 5. 
See, for example, column 2, fines 47-53 and Figure 1 of Bert In Bet, ground plane 9 is 
stated on me se^ndmainft* of substrate 1 and can be coupled ,o metallizations 4 and 
5 by respective fit* and second parasite capacities C. a„dC2. See, for exam pl e, column 
3, lines 1 3-2 1 and Figure 2 of Bert. 

Thus, in Bert, active components 2 and 3 are associated with a single ground 
Plane, U. ground p.ane 9. The Examiner refers ,o a fit,, g^d pIane being . „ flrs , 
par." of ground plane 9 and a second ground plane aa being a "second par," of ground 
Plane 9. However, although ground plane 9 can be described in different ways, ground 
Plane 9 is still only a single ground plane. Thus, Ber, fails , 0 teach, disclose, or suggest 
fir*, and second ground planes integral to a single interconnect substrate mi operative|y 
associated with respective ft* and second active chips, as speeiffed in amended 
independent claim 91. 

In Bert, capacity C is formed by block 1 1 and metallizations 8 and 1 2 and is 
situated on the first main surface of substrate 1. See, for example, column 4, lines 26-28 
and Figure 5 of Bert However, Bert fails to teach, disclose, or suggest a second discrete 
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component situated on the singk mterconI1Mt m fcy 

independent claim 91. 

For tho fo«g oillg tas0BSt App , i(am ^ ^ 

invention, as defined by emended independent data, 91. is not suggested, disclosed, or 
taught by Ben. As such, the present invention, as defined by amended independent claim 
91, is patentably distinguishable over Bert Thus ciaims 95-96, 98-105, and 107-1 to 
depending ft™ independent ciaim 91 arc, aforUori, also patently distinguishable over 
Bert for a. least the reasons presented above and also for additional limitations contahed 
in each dependent claim. 

The Examiner has further rejected claims 92-94 nnder 35 USC §I03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bert in view of U.S. patent number 5,652,466 to Hirakawa et al. As 
0i»u«ed above, amended independent claim 9. is patency distinguishable overBert 
and, as such, Cairns 92-94 depending from amended independent claim 91 are, afortior,, 
also patentably distinguishable over Bert for a, ,east the reasons presented above and also 
for additional limitations contained in each dependent claim. 

The Examiner has further rejected claim 97 under 35 USC §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bert in view of U.S. paten, number 5,818,699 to Yoshitaka Fukuoka. 
As discussed above, amended independent claim 91 is patentably distinguishable over 
Bet, and, as such, claim 97 depending from amended independent claim 9. are, a fortiori, 
also patently distinguishable over Bert for a, least the reasons presented above and also 
for additional limitations contained in the dependent claim. 
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TTk Examiner has former rejected claim 106 under 35 USC §lM( a ) as being 
unpatentable over Bert. As discussed above, amended independent claim 9 1 ispa.en.ably 
disUnguishab.eoverBen^assnch.claim ,06 depending from amended independent 
claim 9! are, a fortiori, al so pa.en.ably distinguishable over Ben for a, leas, me reasons 
presented above and also for additional limi,ations contain*, in me dependent claim. 

Based on me foregoing reasons, the present invention, as defined by amended 
independent claim 91 and Cain* depending therefrom, i, patently distinguishable over 

an cited by me Examiner. TOus. claims 91-1,0 are patently dis,ing„ ishable over 
*e « cited by me Examiner. For .,, me foregoing reasons, an early allowance of 
outstanding claims 9,-no and an early Notice of Allowance for ,11 Calms 91-1 19 
remaining in the present application is respectfully requested.
